Do Uydzoiiski comes of a ricli and nobie 
Kussiaii family. lie is the sen of a 
Uussian general, and has uncles who 
hold high positions in the government 
service. :.\liss Core In I'd ill tile Avenue 
de la Criinde Amice, hoi far from the 
apartment of Hie Uussian, where the 
tragedy occurred. The affair has cause I 
much excitement in that locality. Po- 
lice arc continuing their investigation 
and De Uydzoiiski is kept under surveil- 
lance. 

Ellen Core arrived in Paris on Aug- 
ust •_'."> am! registered at a boarding 
house. No. 11 Avenue de la Grande Ar- 
inec, as .Mrs. Ellen Core, of New York. 
She docs not apjiear to have had any 
relatives residing in Paris, hut among 
the effects found in her room were sev- 
eral typewritten letters of recent dales 
bearing the heading, "Attorney Edward 
'(.'. Butler Gore, 'Court of Mexico." Tliesc 
letters are of a strictly business nature, 
relating to property. The proprietor of 
I.Miss Core's boarding house says she ap- 
peared to lie a conscientious student. 
She worked hard at her musical studies 
and received few visitors. 

It appears that M. de Uydzoiiski re- 
turned to his lodgings at o o'clock yes- 
teiday afternoon accompanied by Miss 
Core, whom lie took to his room. Half 
an hour later the report of a revolver 
shot was beard, ami de Uydzoiiski rush- 
ed into t lie hall shouting for help. Tlie 
proprietor of the bouse and several oth- 
er persons entered tlie room and found 
Miss Core lying on the lied, while the 
revolver was on tlie rug at the bedside. 
De Hydzonski's version of tlie affair is 
that while eonvemng with his visitor, 
lie bad occasion u pick up an article 
from the table, unil inadvertently 
I knocked off the revolver, causing it to 
■explode. The bullet, struck the lady and 
I she fell backward on the lied in an un- 
conscious condition. The commissary of 
police, wlio lias charge of the case, says 
the story seems improbable, but that it 
is impossible as yet lo s.iy whether the 
case is one of murder or accident. Noth- 
ing lias as yet been discovered to help 
in clearing up the mystery surrounding 
the affair.

Germans Prefer to Murder Each Other 
With Swords. 

Berlin, Nov. 20.— Sixty-seven students' 
societies, with a membership of 2.300, 
from the Berlin I uiversily, tlie Techni- 
cal Institute, and other institutions in 
this city, held a great meeting this even- 
ing in the Philhnrmouic hall, against 
pistol duels with students and officers. 
The pistol was denounced as a weapon, 
and tlie sword was declared to be pref- 
erable, standing upon a higher moral 
pill IIP, anil being a more chivalrous 
weapon. The speakers pointed out that 
the German Emperor had repeatedly ad- 
vised the office l's to practise with 
swoi'ds and to settle their, affairs of 
honor wil'i that arm; but the officers ob- 
ject on the ground that tlie sword is not 
sev ere enough to wash their stained hon- 
or clean. The meeting dually adopted 
a resolution asking the Minister of War 
lo give the students' committees an equal 
voice with the officers' courts of honor 
in settling difficulties between tlie stu- 
dents and the officers. The resolution 
also asked the minister only lo permit 
the Use of pistois in the case of grave 
family insults, and when one of the par- 
lies is physically unable to light with 
the sword.

Ten Per Cent Escape 
Rheumatism. 



iScraiiton, Nov. 20. -The economic and 
sociological features of the anthracite 
coal industry and the effect that employ- 
ment in ami about the mines has upon 
the health of the mine workers, were 
the principal subjects brought before 
the arbitration commission today by the 
attorneys of each side to tlie' contro- 
versy. The afternoon session was par- 
ticularly interesting because it brought 
out much expert evidence on the ques- 
tion of the health of mine workers. 
Three physicians who practised in 
Scrauton or Wilkesbarro took the stand 
fur the miners, and in substance testi- 
iied that the occupation of the mino 
workers was "very unhealthful and 
shortened his life." 

One physician, Dr. Frank P. Lenna- 
hun, of Wilkesbarre, who says he has 
had a long experience among mine- 
workers, testified that fully 00 per cent, 
of tile men who work in the mines arc; 
anaemic. Their health is impoverished 
and the general condition is below par, 
thus decreasing their earning powers. 
'The principal ills suffered by the min- 
ers, tlie physicians said, were asthma, 
rheumatism, and sciatica. The miners 
asthma conies from dust, powder, smoke, 
and vitiated air. 

dJr. Jolm Euially, of Scrauton, said 
that at places lie had seen millers' lungs 
ii« blucic as anthracite coal, and- Dr. 
Lennuhan testified that he had personal 
knowleuge of a man couguiug up coaf 
dust nine years alter he left the mines, 
lie said lie had information that a man 
bad coughed iqi coal dust 15 years after 
be had lett the mines. It was also 
slated that 5)0 per cent, of miners who 
reacli, tlie age ol iiO years are afflicted 
with some form of rheumatism. The 
cross-exuminution of Kev. 1'. Uoberhs, 
of Muhuuoy City, Pu., who has studied 
the anthracite coal industry, and writ- 
ten a book on the subject, ended today, 
and lie left the witness stand shortly, 
after the. noon recess, lie began his 
testimony yesterday. Copious extracts 
from bis book were read and placed on. 
record. 

Former Congressman Simon ,P. Wol- 
verton, counsel for the Beading com- 
pany, read much of the matter pertain- 
ing lo violence in the BXJO strike, and 
also rend articles written by Dr. Rob- 
erts during the passing of the late con- 
test, in which be described in strong, 
language the acts of violence, intimi- 
dution mid boycotting committed during 
the suspension. iHis articles spoke of 
some of these acts as "brutal outrages," 
and be also branded the union's action 
in calling out the steam men in June as 
foolhardy. In explanation of his articles 
Dr. Roberts said that he did not wish 
to infer th it tlie organization was re- 
sponsible for all the lawlessness com- 
mitted. Dr. Roberts gave it nci liis opin- 
ion that attempts to have non-union men 
form a separate organization were in- 
stigated by parties opposed to organized 
labor.

OVERDUE EDITH ARTOVDS. 

German Bark on Which 20 Per Cent. 
Was Paid in Port. 

The overdue Herman iron bark Kdith, 
which has seen many years service, is 
safe. She was reported by the British 
ship Pengwern, which reached port yes- 
terdnv mornina and arrived in the Iloynl 
Roads yesterday evening. The Kdith 
left dlongny. China. SS days ago in' 
balnst for Iloynl Itouds for orders. Cap.. 
Oriel did nan come ashore last night, 
and his account of the voyage was not, 
obtainable, but it is learned that .the 
Edith encountered the heavy typhoons 
as did the German bark Xal. which 
arrived at Astoria a few days ngn, when! 
underwriters were paying L'O per cent, 
to reinsure her as they were in the case 
"I" the Kdith. Heavy typhoons were en- 
countered off .Japan. The Xal, at As- 
toria, reports that for three days, with- 
out intermission, her crow worked in 
the hold, itr'mmiiii! the 1.400 tons of| 
sand and rock ballast, which, although 
apparently securely lashed and weight- 
ed, had shifted heavily to port, ivliilo 
the vessel was weathering some Of the, 
worst storms ever experienced on the 
broad Pacific. During nil this time 
the big lark was di-iMfm; under bare, 
poles, and with a list of .'!."> degrees there 
was danger of her foundering any mo- 
ment. Heavy rains did not improve the 
situation. /

A fair 
settlement can only he obtained by com- 
parison. The Treaty of 1825, is yet extant 
iin-l Is cuntiiiuallv referred to, both by 
(treat Britain ami the United States— which 
latter power purdluised Alaska from Uussia 
In 1807 — the cession belnc made under a 
replica of the Treaty of 1825 — substituting 
the United .States for Russia in the trans- 
action. 

Let the case be placed 1n Juxta position 
thai it may be compared and seen how 
closely each of the contracting parlies have 
adhered to tile provisions of the treaty: 

1. The boundary line Is described as 
"eontnieuelng from the southernmost point 
or the Island railed Prince of Wales Isl- 
and, etc." This point (Cape Chacon) Is 
accepted and admitted bv (treat Britain. 
The United Slates, however, do not accept 
Hie point mentioned In the Treaty, but find 
amit'lier point of commencement, farther I 
le the west of Prince of Wales island, on I 
another Island known as Dall Island, and 
have selected the most southerly point of 
that Island (Capo Muzon) to be the com- i 
meiu'cment of the boundary , lino, although 
not mentioned, or In any way referred 
to in the Treaty. 

2. The description of the direction of the 
boundary line after passing tlie southern- 
most point of Prince of Wales Island,, is 
next mentioned and Is said to ascend to 
the nont'li along the channel, called Port- 
land Channel, as far as the point of the : 
continent, when It strikes the oOl'h para!-! 
lei of latitude. The approximate boundary 
line, as shown on the printed official Brit- 
Isli Columbia maps, compiles Willi the rc- 
iiulremeiit, as far as tlie western opening 
of Helini Canal, which the approximate 
line follows to Burroughs Hay, at the noth 
parallel of latitude; whereas, there is no 
authority or mention to leave Portland 
( Mia unci, urn II Urnest Sound, south of 
Duke of York Island, is reached, anil then. 
In a despatch iln 1-S21I from Mr. G. Can- 
ning lo Sir c. Hugot, the line Is to reach 
the coast of the continent at 50 degrees. 

3. The line advocated by the United 
State has departed entirely from the 
Treaty and all Its provisions. As slated. It 
starts from Cape Muzon. and instead of 
running north from Cane Chacon, it pro- 
ceeds almost due east to Capo Fox, nearly 
opposite Port Simpson, and thence works 
lis way onward by Observatory Inlet to 
Portland Canal, willfh the people of the 
United Mates, through the representations 
of some of their lending statesmen, had 
led them io believe, was the course which 
the boundary line should run. Hut it fol- 
lows that the commencement of the boun- 
dary line Is not correct, and If the line of 
direct I, ,i, also bo Incorrect, the whole su- 
perstructure is unworthy of being fuliowel. 

It might lie Inquired here, how It could 
be possible that such Intelligent men as 
the leading statesmen of tho United States 
could make such an error and persistently 
ful ii w II up for years. On the face of It. 
the transaction looks like a 'huge conspir- 
acy to defraud n peaceable and ronilding 
neighbor out of thousands of square miles 
of land, most valuable and extensive llsh- 
erles. nnd rich mining fields. 

I. Now, having brought the lino, accord- 
ing to the Treaty, to the point of the 
continent, whiih is at the 5flth degree of 
latitude, the t realty here seems to take a 
new start and reads "from the last men- 
tioned point the line of demarcation shall 
follow the summit of the mountains par- 
allel to the const, as far as the Hist de- 
gree of west longitude, etc." 

Ii is nocessarv to bring Article IV. of 
■the Treaty In al tills point, as It Is quoted 
and states: '•Whenever the summit of the 
mountains which extend In a direction par- 
allel to tlie coast, from the oOtll degree of 
north laWtude to tho point of tntersclHon 
of the Hist degree of north loWgltude, 
shall prove to be at the distance of more 
than ten marine leagues, tile limit between 
Che British posscssloss and the line of 
,-oast which Is to belong to Russia, shall 
he formed by a parallel to the windings 
of the coast, and shall never exceed the 
distance of ten marine leagues therefrom." 
Before the boundary line Is left. whMi 
separates Prince of Wales Island from the 
ol lien Islands to the east of lr. the ocean 
coast should bo defined, ro that "the sum- 
mit of the mountains situated parallel P> 
the coast." may be ascertained, nnd that 
(the mountains oil her in Bnrnnof of Ch1- 
cagof, may be utilized, If so desired. In- 
stead of the conventional waterways, 
which, however, would be a more con- 
venient boundary to aecomniodat e the trade 
of 'both nations, and tlie navigation to and 
■from (he North to Skngway. 

Exception has been taken to (lie plan of 
retracing the "limit line" from the const 
of the continent to the original boundary 
lino along Prince of Wales Island, which 
requires a boundary hefween the east side 
of that island and the Ornvena Islands, 
etc.: ,1 m 1. taking inn die former boundary 
appeared to lie the most feasible plan of 
reconciling the subsequent extension of 
the lino of demarcation lo the 141st merid- 
ian, as required by the Treaty, and keeping 
In view that, it should never be more dis- 
tant from the ocean coast than ten marine 
leagues. 

By following the Interpretation of fbc 
Treaty, which Is full,- implied In the ne- 
gotiation's of 1824, with Sir -C. Bagot. the 
whole frontier of British Columbia Is vest- 
ed, with the exception of the largo ami f in - 
nortnnt Islands r.f Urlnpo of Yv"alo« Island. 
Bnrnnof and Chicagof, rdvlntr to Russia, 
and since 1867, to the United Stat»s. an 
irean coast .frontier along those islands 
affloleht for any purposes of trade or in-

Phoenix, Nov. 20. — (Special.)— Win. Xolen 
\\ illiiuiis, superintendent of the Granby 
mines, states that he is preparing to beglii 
the shipment of 1.500 tons or ore per day 
from this camp berore the end of tins 
week. This will double the present rate, 
which It* about 750 tons dally, and will be 
the lirst time for alxmt five months that 
the Granby mines have shipped at this 
ipheno.uenul, for tula country, rate. 

The increase la due to the fact'Uiat tlhe 
Qraitby smelter management will be able 
to blow in the two furnaces that have been 
dark all summer, on account of shortage 
of coke, which began when the strike of 
the Ferule coal miners was Inaugurated, 
lust May. After the strike the -water In 
the North Fork of Kettle river, whence tho 
smelter derives Its power, was so low that 
but two furnacea and the two converters, 
which also handle the matte from the oth- 
er two Boundary smelters, could be oper- 
ated. This latter dilTlculty is now belli;; 
Obviated by the use of the power from 
Cascade, the completion of all details of 
which will be made. It Is expected, this 
week. This will afford the (Jranby com- 
pany all the iiower needed at the smelter, 
on well as at the mines here, for operating 
tlhe new uo-drlll compressor and the largo 
ore crusher recently Instilled. 

As the Granby mines had some 150 men 
on the payroll here last May and June, 
when 1,500 tons of ore was being sent 
down to the smelter daily, 1 It is expected 
that at least this number will again be 
required to gel out the requisite tonnage, 
or about liOO more men than the company 
new employes.

it was only a short time ago that zinc 
-was penalized by the smelters,, and the 
constant effort of the mbaeowuers In tho 
Slocan was to get as small u percentage 
<is possible in their output. With mod- 
ern methods or smelting it Is uosslble to 
recover practically all of the zinc and 
the lead from the same ore. Some inter- 
esting particulars about tiho method are 
given by C. E. Bruff, manager of a min- 
ing machinery house here, who is back 
from a visit to the plant at Canyon Ulty. 
Col. The plant Is owned by the United 
States Reduction company, which Is con- 
trolled by the same Interests as the Amer- 
ican Smelting & llelining company. The 
plants t'here are managed by D. C. Jack- 
ling, late manager of the Republic mill, 
■who has some business Interests here. He 
has been making a igrent success of the 
Institution. 

"Mr. Jackllng lias adopted a system' of 
Bmeltlng tho zinc-lead ores that Is a radi- 
cal departure from the general practice," 
said Mr. Bruff yesterday. "Instead of 
trying to make a matte which carries 
tlhe metal. Mr. Jackllng fuses both the 
zinc and the lead. The metals are car- 
ried off In the form, of fames, which, are 
afterwards collected In bags. 

"The furnace Is not a smelting stack 
of the ordinary type. It more resembles 
an ordinary iieatiug furnace, except that 
it is fitted with blowers. which have 
power to turn on a terrific blast. The 
ore as It comes from the mine is crushed 
until it passes through an eighth o* an 
inch screen. Then it is mixed with the 
■waste from coal mines and is shoveled 
into the furnace, the blast is turned on 
und the business starts. The heat gen- 
erated Is something terrific. The fur- 
nace gets so hot that one can hardly 
sipproach It. The temperature is helped 
along by the fact that there is generally 
sulphur in the lead ores, which Ignites 
and serves iw fuel. In tlhe heat thus gen- 
erated the zinc and the lead are carried 
off In fumes. The coal smoke is collected 
in the settling room and the gas from 
•the furnace is forced by Immense fans 
into the bagrooiu. The room Is tilled 
with long cotton flannel bags, about lo 
laches in diameter and perhaps 20 feet 
long o'ncflli The gas Is forced by the pres- 
sure from the fans Into the bags and the 
air passes on through the fiber of the 
cloth, hut the metallic zinc ami !;•:::! 
volleeto'l J u t j lr ;,„,_.^ Tiiey are drawn 
Off from the bags into hoppers- and cal- 
cined before benig put into the murker. 

"The finished article Is known as zlne- 
1e.nl white and Is used by palntmakers to 
serve exactly the same purposes as white 
lead. In fact, it can not be told from 
-white lead, and as It can be produced at 
perhaps 50 per cent of the cost of white 
lead, It Is making great Inroads into the 
paint market. It Is shipped all over the 
country. When it filially comes out of 
rrhe calcining furnaces It is a line, im- 
valpuble powder that in color and line 
ness resembles talcum powder, such as 
i» ""l ao for toilet purposes. 

"The process seems completely success- 
ful, and Mr. Jackllng Is making a phe- 
nomenal success of the plant. There are 
untold nuantDitles of zinc-lend ores which 
•formerly were almost useless because 
tho penalty laid upon zinc by the smelt- 
ers. This new treatment Is proving the 
salvation of mines carrying such ores.

News was brought from Clayoquot by 
the steamer Queen City, which reached 
port from the Coast yesterday after- 
noon, of the rescue of 13 Indians on 
(Sunday last by three prospectors, 
Messrs. T. G-. Jones, who arrived by 
the Queen City; W. Spittul and W. 
Simon. 

The Indians, the majority men, with 
four klootchinen, two very aged, and 
several "tenass" Indians, left the Clayo- 
quot cannery in a large sloop, with a 
big sail and jib set. A heavy squall 
was prevailing at the time in Clayo- 
quot Sound and Tutino inlet, and the 
prospectors who wore bound to Clayo- 
quot wharf in an Indian canoe noticed 
the sloop heeling over considerably as 
tho squall struck her, ami suddenly 
they saw her go. over. The sloop hail 
capsized and the 13 Indians were strug- 
gling in the ice-cold water, the klootch- 
inen gripping the ropes and sides of the 
capsized sloop, und the bucks endeavor- 
ing to right a canoe which was trailing 
behind the sloop. 

Tlie prospectors hurried to the scene, 
and managed to save all 13. The canoe 
of the Indians was righted and the 
old women placed in that, while some 
of the bucks were helped to the up- 
turned sloop, where they remained un- 
til the children und women were taken 
ashore, ami then they were taken ashore 
with their sloop. In saving the women 
the prospectors' canoe partially filled, 
and the mining men were sitting in 
water to their waists paddling shore- 
wa rd. 

Alter the Indians were put ashore it 
was reported that one died from the 
effects of tlie exposure.

The results of tin' work that has already 
Veen done in the Dominion Seed Laboratory 
reveal a great need for active work in 
need resting as well as persistent efforts 
<n protect Canadian farmers and fields 
from the many evils that are connected 
with the seed trade. 

Early In the spring of the present year, 
(1. II. Cltrk. B.S.A.. who Ik connected with 
Prof. Robertson's stall', and who Is now 
In charge of the seed laboratory, planned 
to make an investigation, of the conditions 
of the trade In grass nud clover seeds. 
With the assistance at agricultural asso- 
ciations, Institute workers and other in- 
terested persons, over live hundred one- 
lialf pound samples of timothy, alslke and 
red clover seed that was offered for sale 
hv local dealers were procured for the 
seed laboratory. With each sample was 
enclosed a statement showing the name 
of the dealer, the place at which It was 
offered for aile, the price per pound or per 
bushel, and the origin of the teed. 

In the seed laboratory these samples were 
sulbleuted to two examinations, one for 
purity nnd one for vitality. in making

The Victoria ec Vancouver Stevedor- 
ing company has been appointed agents 
in' British Columbia for the IMcCabe 
(Electrical Conveyer, which was invent- 
ed by Capt. McCabe, the stevedore of 
Tocoina, lor unloading and loading ves- 
sels, and transferring cargoes, and, us 
one of the latest improvements to this 
system of handling freight is a coal 
carrier which not only takes coal to or 
from a vessel, but also trims the coal 
in the vessel's bunkers. It is the in- 
tention of the company to commence 
the manufacture of these machines on 
account of the inventor in a short time, 
and they will in nil probability be in- 
troduced into the work of discharging 
coal ships at Esquimau, and as the 
conveyers will take the coal from the 
ships "to the coal sheds it is expected 
that it will mean a great saving in 
time in discharging the coal carriers 
which bring coal to Esquimau, and give 
far quicker despatch than by the pres- 
ent method of handling the coal. In 
discharging general cargo the conveyers 
will also save much time. They have 
been in use for seme time pus! at Ta- 
conia with considerable success.

The British ship IVngwern, which was 
reported ill bound ill yesterday's Colo- 
nist, reached port yesterday morn- 
ing with general cargo from Liverpool 
for Victoria, was dangerously near the 
■Vancouver Island ■Coast during the 
heavy gale. which blew from the South- 
east on Sunday, in which the barkeutlne 
Newsboy had a narrow escape from 
stranding near Carmanah. The- Peng- 
weru encountered the gale on Sunday 
'morning, when off the Vancouver Islam! 
Coast, wearing to enter the Straits. The 
wind blew a gale from the Eastward, 
and veering around to tho Southeast, 
blew with terrific force. There was a 
mountainous sea, which swept the ship's 
decks, bent some stanchions and caused 
the big ship to labor considerably. She 
rode the storm well, and although a 
few stanchions were bent by the heavy 
seas which swept inboard, and the gale 
tore away some of her sails, as well as 
Hooding her decks, the ship sustained no 
very serious injury, and as far as is 
known, her cargo was not damaged. The 
heavy seas were surging towards the 
Vancouver Island Coast, and the gale 
from the Southeast was also driving the 
vessel towards shore, in the vicinity of 
'('ape ■Beale, aud hail not the wind de- 
creased at an opportune moment and 
veered off shore, the ship would have 
been iii a dangerous position, if, indeed, 
she hud not been driven ashore. 

During llie big gale Capt. Crillitlis, of 
the Pengweru, sighted two other vessels 
off the Vancouver Island (.'oast. One 
was a loaded American ship, presum- 
ably the ship Kenihvorth, which is the 
only loaded American >lii,p headed this 
way. and which is now fully due from 
Antwerp, with cemeiil for Vancouver, 
and general cargo from Hamburg for 
Seattle. The other was an iron bark ill 
ballast. 

The Pengweru left Liverpool 132 days 
ngo and had fair weather to the River 
Platte, off which storms were encounter- 
ed, and the big seas tossed the ship about 
and swept her decks. Nothing was car- 
ried away. Thence to the Horn and 
n round the Cape fair weather was ex- 
perienced, and in the South Pacific tho 
weather was comparatively good, but 
head winds hindered progress. When 
tho vicinity of the Straits was reached, 
the "weather was dirty and several gales 
were encountered, the heaviest being 
that of Sunday last, as already related. 

The Pengweru lias a full cargo, includ- 
ing a quantity of naval stores for K-- 
quinialt, which will be discharged to- 
morrow, and after these shipments have 
been put ashore the vessel will come 
around to the outer wharf to discharge 
her miscellaneous cargo, including gro- 
ceries, liquors, etc.. which are consign- 
ed to It. P. litithet & Co., for local 
merchants. 

The Pengweru is owned by it company 
which has lost one of its ships off this 
Coast, and another in the vicinity of 
Portland. Pour years ago the bark 'Do- 
minion, owned by W. Thomas & Co., of 
Liverpool, owners id' [lie Pengweru, left 
Honolulu for this port, and was never 
heard of again, but the finding of the re- 
mains of her name-board near •where 
the Pengweru was . dangerously close to 
the shore, tends to the opinion that she 
was lost off this Coast dining the wintry 
gales. The Cape Wrath left Santa llo- 
sal'm for Portland three winters ago. an I 
was lost flit the mouth, of the Culutnb'a 
during the December gales, al the same 
time as the Andradn, which took en ti 
pilot, Capt. Corder, at Astoria, on 
December 12. and. like the CndxoiV

two before, she was never heard of af- 
terwards.

WRECKAGE POUND. 

Stern of Ship's Boat. Marked "Eric 
Sot:, Cardiff," Comes Ashore. 

A short time ago news was received 
from •Carmanah Point of the finding of 
wreckage of a ship's boat, and now W. 
P. Daykin, the energetic light-keeper 
there, lias found further wreckage after 
a search along tho beach, on which the 
currents set the wreckage from lost ships 
each winter. Two miles 'West of the 
lighthouse tho stern of a large ship's 
boat was drifted ashore. The wreckage 
of the boat, which was found lying on 
the rocks, is painted white, and the let- 
ters, "ERIC SON. CARDIFF," are 
painted in black letters on the boat's 
stern. Near this remnant Of a ship's 
boat were found several long, new ash 
oars, all of which were broken. None 
of the oars which the sea had broken Oil 
the rocks showed any marks, but all hud 
Manila sennit in place of leather. In- 
cluded amongst other wreckage found 
was pnrt of n mast, evidently tho top- 
mast fit some vessel. 

What vessel this wreckage comes 
fjoui is a mystery, for as far as can he 




The Tosa Maru. from Yokohama, 
brought news of several marine casual- 
ties in Japanese waters, the los- 
ses including that of the Japan- 
ese sealing schooner No, 1. Ohia- 
'iiinia Maru. which is feared to have 
foundered with her crew of 20 off the 
Japanese Coast when hound home from 
the sealing grounds off the Kuriles with 
her catch on board. The schooner 
touched at Ogaisshimn on October 4, ou 
her way bad; to Yokohama frori the 
Kuriles, and on her failure to arrive 
after the storms which hud occurred 
during the intervening time, the war- 
shii Heien Kan was ordered to search 
for her. as it was thought she was lost 
with all on board.

Queen City Returns .From Vancouver 
Island Coast. 

'Steamer Queen City, Capt. Townsend, 
returned from Cape Scott and way ports 
on the Vancouver Island Con«t yester- 
day afternoon after one of the roughest 
passages the steamer has experienced, 
the seas being the highest Capt. Town- 
sc nd has seen during his experience on 
the Coast. Gales from the Southeast 
and Westward have prevailed since the 
steamer left here. The heavy gale of 
Sunday last, when a hurricane blew 
from tho Southeast with tremendous 
seas was encountered when the steamer 
was off Cape Scott, and she ran into 
Bull harbor for safety, where she lay 
VI hours. The barometer fell very low 
w hen the vessel was on her down trip, 
diopping to 20.10, aud although the 
wind was not ntj high, there "was still 
a tremendous son, which went to show 
that heavy gales were prevalent still 
furl her off shore. 

The steamer brought a large number 
of passengers, 75 in all. from various 
points on the Island Coast, including 
miners from Quatsino, 'Clayoquot, Al- 
berni, 'Sail Juan and other points where 
cautpis are in operation. The returning

TOSA MAKE ARRIVES. 

Japauesc Liner Reaches Port from Yo- 
kohama ami 'Ports. 

Steamer Tosa Maru, of the Nippon 
Yuscii Kuisha line, reached port yester- 
day morning from the Orient, after a 
stormy passage, Westerly gales having 
been experienced throughout with heavy, 
following sea, and although the seas 
swept tin deck oft-times, no damage re- 
sulted. Tile Tosa Main was one day 
late in leaving Yokohama, her scheduled 
dale of sailing having fallen on the JOin- 
iperor's birthday — a Japanese national 
holiday, w hich 'prevented her departure. 
She brought two saloon passengers, Mr. 
Barber, a merchant from Yokohama, 
bound to New York, and Capt. Tada, a 
Japanese naval olUcer, who stated that 
be had heard of the project to send 
warships from Japan to Esquimau, but 
was uuublo to give further information. 
There were 103 steerage passengers in 
all, of whom one Japanese— who pass- 
ed the educational test— aud 51 Chinese 
debarked at Victoria. The steamer 
brought a small cargo, consisting all 
told of 48,2:12 packages, of which 1.02-1 
packages were discharged at the outer 
(locks before tlie steamer proceeded to 
the Sound yesterday morning. Included 
amongst the cargo of the steamer was 
a large consignment of Japanese or- 
anges, the first of the new season's crop. 
A quantity of oranges were discharged 
here. 

The Tosa Maru passed the three 
steamers which have just sailed from 
this port for the Far East. The steamer 
Hyson, of the China Mutual Hue, which 
left the outer ducks on Wednesday, was 
sighted about one hundred miles off the 
iS'iuieouvor Island Coast, while the Shi- 
nano Maru,- her sister liner, and the C. 
V. It. steamer Athenian, 'both of which 
sailed from here on Tuesday night, were 
sighted twenty miles of each other, 
about two hundred miles from the en- 
trance to the Straits. No sailing ves- 
sels, other than the inbound Pengweru, 
were sighted by the steamer.
